DEFEAT OF SENATOR HILL, 


The Convention Selects Daniel for 


Temporary Chairman, 


CHICAGO. July 8.—In the magnificent 


and capacious Coliseum in Jackson Park, 
beneath clear skies, with a cool, invigorat- 
ing breeze snapping at the flags and trap- 
pings and the blue waters of Lake Michi- 
gan stretching away to the north, the 
Democratic national convention met yes- 
terday. After a brief but decisive battle 
in the arena the silver men indicated their 
supremacy. They wrested from the hands 
of the gold phalanxes the control of the 
convention and gathered the reins of 
power into their own hands. 


There was a reminiscence of that other 


great Coliseum whose fall marked the de- 
struction of an empire, where men were 
butchered to mako a Roman holiday,

about it. all. A champion who has so often 
entered the lists to do battle in Democ- 
racy's cause, amid the ringing shouts and 
the wild acclaim of his party, was put to 
the eword that silver mieht be supreme. It 
was with reluctance that many of the 
friends 'of Senator David Bennett Hill 
turned their thumbs downward, as the ar- 
rogant patricians of the empire that ruled 
the world did -when the populace cried for 
mercy. But, like the gladiators who en- 
tered fb.9 arena to tlie blare of the trumpet 
and the clang of steel, the silver men bea,t 
hack their sympathies and hardened their 
hearts that the issue might be squttrely 
drawn and decided, even though it in- 
volved the doom of one whom they had 
delighted to honor in the past- 


By one of those strange, fateful coinci- 


dences it was Senator Johu W. Daniel, 
who four years ngo, at the Wigwam, nom- 
inated Mr. Hill for the presidency, who 
was selected to give the fatal blow to tho 
man whom ho would have exalted to the 
first place in the republic- 


The invocation nf the boyish chaplain, 


Dr. Stires, an Episcopal divine, with its 
appeal for peace, had hardly ascended to 
the throne of grace before the contending 
boats met in the shock of battle. The gold 
men carried out their program of pre- 
senting Senator Hill for temporary chair- 
man, but the silver leaders also held to 
their resolution and immediately antag- 
onized him with Senator Daniel. For two 
hours the oratorical gladiators of the op- 
posing forces fought it out up"on the plat- 
form. 


When the vote came to be taken W. J. 


Stackhousc. one of the- administration's 
federal officials in Iowa, in order to flaunt 
the divisions in the Boies delegation, chal- | 
longed the vote of the state and uncovered ' 
seven gold rote-. Mr. Haldetnan did the 
same thing in IJl.irkburn'sKentuckydelo- , 
gation, and Mr. McK night, a silver Mich- ' 
igan delegate, showe-i twelve silver votes 
in his delegation whir h were locked up by 
the anit rule- The result of the roll call 
showed 656 votes for Daniel and 349 for 
Hill, practically the strength of the two 
sides. 


Senator Daniel, \rho r.s^uT.ied the duties 


of presiding officer, is an impressive figure 
and a most eloquent orator of the old 
school. He sounded the keynote for sil- 
ver In a ringing speech, bnt th.- fact that 
he spoke from notes was ritlvr disappoint- 
ing *o his frie^tis. He ypohr in part as 
follows:

The people do not forgot -,rhon Democracy 


came to power, in 1893, it inherited from its 
Republican predecessor the t;ix system a-nd the 
currency system ol which tiie McSiuley law 
fcnd the Shennan law were the culminating 
features. It came to power amidst a panic 
which fitly followed upon thwr enactment with 
strikes, lockouts, riots and civic commotions, 
while the scenes of "peaceful industry in Penn- 
sylvania had become military camps. Besides 
manifold oppressive foaturt-s, the McEanley 
law had thrown away $50,(XX),000 of revenue de- 
rived from sugar under the sooptral plea of a 
free breakfast table and had substituted boun- 
ties to sugar planters, decreasing revenue and 
increasing expenditure, thus burning the can- 
dle at both ends and making the people pay at 
least for the alleged free breakfast. 


So fat as revenue to support the government 


ifl concerned the Democratic party, with but a 
Blender majority in the senate, was not long 
providing it, and had not the supreme court of 
the United States reversed its settled doctrine 
of one hundred years the income tax incorpo- 
rated in the tariff bill would long since have 
abundantly supplied it. 


No authority has ever been conferred by 


congress for the issue of any bonds payable in 
gold, but distinctly refused. The specie re- 
sumption of 1875 gave the surplus revenue in 
the treasury, not gold only, the money of re- 
demption. Provision made by the Bland act of 
1878 added tc our circulation some $350,000,000 
of standard silver money, or paper based upon 
it, and all that mass of silver money is sus- 
tained at a parity with gold by nothing what- 
ever on earth but the silver hi it.atid the legal 
tender functions imparted to if by law. We 
have no outstanding obligations in the United 
States except the small sum of $44,000,000 of 
gold certificates i*hich are specifically payable 
in gold, and they, of course, should be so paid. 
As we have $20,000,000,000 of public and private 
debt, it would take more than three times all 
the gold in this country to pay even one year's 
interest upon it. 


We pray you, no more makeshifts and strad- 


dles. Vex not the country with your proph- 
ecies of smooth things to come from the Brit- 
ish-Bepublican pronasanda. The fact that the 
European nations are going to the gold stan- 
dard renders it all the more impracticable that 
we should do so, for the limited stock of gold 
in the world would have longer division and a 
smaller share for each nation. 


Instead of increasing wages, this policy has 


further decreased them. Instead of multiply- 
tng opportunities for employment, this policy 
has mnltrGlled idlers."' Instead of increasing 
the prices of our product, this policy-' has low- 
ered them, and it is estimated at about 15 per 
cent, in three years. Instead of reviving confi- 
dence, thia policy has banished confidence. In- 
stead of bringing relief it has brought years of 
misery, and for this reason, it has contracted 
the currency of the United States $4 a head for 
every man, woman and child since Nov. 1,1893. 
The public revenues have fallen, wa^es of labor 
have fallen and everything on the face of the 
earth has fallen except taxes and debts, which 
have grown in burden, while on the other hand 
the means of their liquidation has been dimin- 
ished. 


But the people now do well know that the 


conspiracy of European monarch^, led by Great 
Britain, has for its purpose a war upon Amer- 
ican silver money. With their credit they seek 
to enhance the purchasing power of thousands 
and millions which is owed to them all over the 
world and which you owe to them. They draw 
upon the United States of America for their 
food supplies and raw material, and they seek 
to get it for the least money. 


The majority of thw convention maintain 


that this great American nation.with a natural 
base of fixed empire, the greatest ever estab- 
lished by man, with more territory and more 
productive energy Wion Great "Britain. France 
and Germany combined, without dependence 
upon European nations for anything that they 
produce, and with European nations dependent 
upon much that '.ve produce, is fully capable of 
restoring this constitutional money system of 
gold and silver at equality with each other.

Congress alone has the power to coin 


and issue money, and President Jackscm 
declared that this power could not be dele- 
gated to corporations or Individuals. We 
therefore demand that the power to issue 
notes be taken from the banks, and that 
all paper money shall bo issued directly by 
the treasury department. 


There would have been no deficit in fed- 


eral revenue during the last two years but 
for the annulment by the supreme court 
of the income tax law placed upon the 
statute books by a Democratic congress. 
The obstruction to an income tax which 
the supreme court discovered in the con- 
stitution after it had lain hidden for a 
hundred years must be removed, to the 
end that accumulated wealth may be made 
to bear its just share of the burdens of the 
government. 
We therefore favor an 


amendment to the federal constitution 
that will permit the levy of an income tes. 


We hold that tariff duties should be 


levied solely for purposes of revenue, and 
that taxation should be limited by the 
needs of the government, honestly and 
economically administered. We dcaounce 
as disturbing to business the Republican 
threat to restore the McKinley law, which 


1 has been twice condemned by the people 


in national elections, and which, enacted 
under the false plea of protection to home 
industry, proved a prolific breeder of 
trusts and monopolies, enriched the few 
at the expense of the many, restricted 
trade and deprived the producers of the 
great American staples of access to their 
natural markets. 


We denounce arbitrary interference by 


federal authorities in local affairs as a 
violation of the constitution of the United 
States and a crime against free institu- 
tions, and we especially object to govern- 
ment by injunction as a new and highly 
dangerous form of oppression by which 
federal judges, in contempt of the laws of 
the states and the rights of citizens, be- 
come at once legislator, judge and execu- 
tioner. 


The platform further opposes life tenure 


in public service, and declares that no man 
should be eligible for a third term as presi- 
dent. It is likely tliat a Cubau resolution 
will be added by the general committee. 


A minority report will be presented.

Chicago, July 8.—In fcho magnlflconti 
and capacious Coliseum In Jackson Park, 
boneath clear skies, with a cool, invigorat­ 
ing brcoze snapping at the flags and trap­ 
pings and tho blue waters of Lake Michi­ 
gan stretching away to tho north, tho 
Democratic national convention met yes­ 
terday.

¿ibout it all. A champion who has so often 
entered tho lists to do battle in Democ­ 
racy’s cause, amid tho ringing shouts and 
the wild acclaim of his party, was put to 
tho sword that silver micrht be supremo. It 
was with reluctance that many of the 
friends of Senator David Bennott Hill 
turned their thumbs downward, as the ar­ 
rogant patricians of the empire that ruled 
the world did when tho populaco criod for 
mercy. 
But, like the gin din tors who en­ 
ter od tho arena, to the blare of the trumpet 
and tho clang of stool, tho si Ivor men beat 
back their sympathies and hardened tlieir 
hearts that the issue might be squarely 
drawn and decided, oven though it in­ 
volved the doom of one whom they had 
delighted to honor in the past 
By one of thoso strange, fateful coinci­ 
dences it was Senator John W. Daniol, 
who four years ngo, at tho Wigwam, nom­ 
inated Mr. Hill for the presidency, who 
was selected to give the fatal blow to the 
man whom hi' would havo exalted to tho 
first place in tho repu blie. 


Tho invocation of the boyish chaplain, 
Dr, 8 tires, an Episcopal divino, with its 
appeal for peace, had hardly ascended to 
the throno of grace boforo tho contending 
hosts mot In tho shock of battle. The gold 
mon carried out their prugram of pre­ 
senting Senator Hill for temporary chair­ 
man, but tho silver leaders also lyld to 
thoir resolution and immediately antag­ 
onized him with Senator Daniel. For two 
hours the oratorical gladiators of tho op­ 
posing forces fought it out uiJon tho plat­ 
form. 


When tho vote came to bo taken W. J. 
Stackhouse, one of tho administration’s 
federal officials in Iowa, in order to flaunt 
tho divisions in tho Boies delegation, chal­ 
lenged tho vote of the state and uncovered 
seven gold vote*. 
Mr. Haldemun did tho 
same thing in Blackburn's Kentucky dele­ 
gation, and Mr. MoKnight, a silver Mich­ 
igan delegate, showed twelve silver votes 
in his delegation which wero looked up by 
tho unit rule. 
The result of the roll cail 
showed 550 votes for Daniel and 849 for 
Ilill, practically the strengt h of tho two 
sides. 


Senator Daniel, who assumed tho duties 
of presiding ollicer, is an impressive ilguro 
and a most eloquent orator of tho old 
school, 
He sounded the keynote for sil­ 
ver in a ringing speech, but tho fact that 
ho spoko from notes was rather disappoint- 
ing to his friends. 
lie spoke in part as 
follows: 


In receiving from your hands this gavoj as 
the temporary pros’fHag oftieer of this conven­ 
tion 1 bug leave to express a sentiment, winch 
1 am sure is unanimous, that no national con« 
vention wa« ever presided over with more abil­ 
ity or with more fairness than by yourself. I 
trust that 1 may be able in some i’eoblo way to 
model my conduct by your model and to prac­ 
tice by your example. This position, gentle­ 
men, to which you have chouou me involves 
both a great personal honor and a keen re­ 
sponsibility. For the honor 1 thank vou, and 
by your gracious aid will make H easy and its 
burden light.

gravitation the* annual profits of thoir enter­ 
prise and investments. Thoy know, too, that 
tho cold standard m^ans cnutraH.iou and tho 
organization if disa-tor. What hopo is thore 
for the country and what hope for the Democ­ 
racy unless tho views of tho majority horo 
shall bo adopted? Do not the people know that 
it was not silver legislation, but legislation dic­ 
tated by the advocates of tin gold standard, 
that has caused and now continues the finan­ 
cial depression? 


The people do not forget when Democracy 
came to power, in ISM, it} inherited from its 
Republican predecessor the tax system and tho 
currency system of which the McKinley law 
*nd tho Sherman law were the culminating 
features. It came to power amidst a panic 
which fitly followed upon thoir enactment with 
strikes, lookouts, riots anrl civic commotions, 
while tlie scenes of 'peacnfnl industry in Penn­ 
sylvania had become military camps. Besides 
manifold oppressive features, tho McKinley 
law had thrown away $50,000,000 of revenue de- 
rivod from sugar under tho sceptral plea of a 
froo breakfast table and had substituted boun­ 
ties to sugar planters, decreasing revenue and 
increasing expenditure, thus burning the can- 
dlo at both ends and making the people pay at 
loast for the alleged free breakfast. 


So fat as revenue to support tho government 
is concerned tho Domocratic party, with but a 
slender majority in the senate, was not long 
providing it, and had not the supremo court of 
the United States reversed its settled doctrine 
of one hundred years the incomo tax incorpo­ 
rated in tho tariff bill would long since havo 
abundantly supplied it. 


No authority has ever been conferred by 
congress for the issue of any bonds payablo in 
gold, but distinctly refused. The specio re­ 
sumption of 1875 gave the surplus revenue in 
tho treasury, not gold only, the money of re­ 
demption. Provision made by the Bland act of 
1878 added to our circulation some $850,000,000 
of standard silver money, or paper basted upon 
it, and aU that mass of silver money is sus­ 
tained at a parity with gold by nothing what- 
ovor on earth but tho silver in it^md tho loyal 
tender functions imparted to if by law. Wo 
have no outstanding obligations in tho United 
States oxcept the small sum of $44,000,000 of 
gold certificates which are sppcifioally payablo 
in gold, and they, of course, should be so paid. 
As wo have $¿0,000,000,000 of public and private 
dobt, it would take more than three times all 
tho gold in this country to pay even one year’s 
interest upon it. 


Wo pray you, no more makeshifts and strad­ 
dles. Vox not the country with your proph­ 
ecies of smooth things to come from the Brit- 
ish-Ropubhcan prcoasanda. The fact that the 
European nations aro going to the gold stan­ 
dard renders it all tho more impracticable that 
wo should do so, for the limitod stock of gold 
in the world would have longer division and a 
smaller share for each nation. 


Instead of increasing wages, this policy has 
further decreased them. Instead of multiply­ 
ing opportunities for employment, this policy 
has multiplied idlnrs, Icxstoad of increasing 
the prices of our produce, this policy has low­ 
ered them, and it is estimated at about 15 per 
cent, in throe yoars. Inut.ead of reviving confi­ 
dence, this policy has banished confidence. In­ 
stead of bringing relief it has brought years of 
misery, and for this reason, it has contracted 
tho currency of tho United States $4 a head for 
every man, woman and child since Nov. 1, lyya. 
Tho public revenues have fallen, wages of labor 
havo fallen and everything on the face of the 
earth has fallen oxcept taxes and debts, which 
havo grown in burden, while on the other hand 
the means of their liquidation has been dimin­ 
ished. 


But the people now do well know that the 
conspiracy of European monarchs, led by Great 
Britain, has for its purpose a war upon Amer­ 
ican silver monoy. With their credit they seek 
to enhance the purchasing power of thousands 
and millions which is owed to them all over tho 
world and which you owo to them. They draw 
upon tho United States of America for thoir 
food supplies and raw material, and they seek 
to get it for tho least monoy. 


The majority of this convention maintain 
that this great American nation,with a natural 
base of fixed empire, the greatest over estab­ 
lished by man, with mere territory and more 
productive energy than Great ’Britain, France 
and Germany combined, without dependence 
upon European nations for anything that they 
produce, and with European nations dependent 
upon much that wo produeo, la fully capable of 
restoring this constitutional money system of 
gold and silver at equality with each other. 
And os our fathers in 1770 declared our na­ 
tional independence of all tho world, so today 
has the {jreat Democrat « party aijp^artid hero 
in Chicago to declare the financial independence 
of the United States of all other nations. 


TUE DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM. 


It Declares for Free Silver and the la ­ 
conic Tax. 


Chicago, July 8.—Tho committoo on 
platform mot immodiatoly after tho ad­ 
journment of tho resolutions committee, 
and woro at work until long after mid­ 
night. 
Tho platform as finally agreed 
upon by tho majority is in substance as 
follow s: 


Recognizing that the money question is 
paramount to all other.* at this time, wo 
invito attention to tho fact that tho fed­ 
eral constitution names silver and gold to­ 
gether as tho money metals of the United 
States, and that tho first coinago law 
passed by congress under the constitution 
made the silver dollar the unit of value, 
and admitted gold to freo coinage at a ra­ 
tio measured by the silver dollar unit. 


Wo declare that tho act of ltfol demone­ 
tizing silver without the knowledge or ap­ 
proval of tho American people has re­ 
sulted in the appreciation of gold and a 
corresponding fall in the prices of com­ 
modities produced by the people; a heavy 
increase in tho burden of taxation and of 
all debts, public and private; tho enrich­ 
ment of the money lending classes at home 
and abroad; paralysis of industi'y and im­ 
poverishment of the people. 


Wo aro untilterably opposed to tho single 
gold standard which has locked fast tho 
prosperity of an industrious peuple in tho 
paralysis of hard times. Gold monometal­ 
lism is a British policy founded upon Brit­ 
ish greed for gain and power, and its gen- 
oral adujitiun has brought other nations 
into financial servitude to London. It is 
not only un-American but anti-American, 
and it can be fastened upon the United 
States only by the stilling of that indom­ 
itable spirit and love of liberty which pro- < 
oJajnml our i oliticijl inde^endyn^

and won I? in tho war ofiTio revolution. 


We domand tho immediate restoration 
of fcho froo and unlimited ooinago of gold 
and silver at tho present legal ratio of lfi 
to 1, without waiting for tho aid or con­ 
sent of any other nation. 
We demand 
that tho standard silver dollar shall boa 
full legal tender, equally with gold, for all 
debts, public and private, and wo favo^ 
such legislation as will prevent the de­ 
monetization of any kind of legal tender 
money by private contract. 


We are opposed to tho issue of interest 
bearing bonds of the Unued States in 
times of poace,and condemn the trafficking 
with banking syndicates which, in ex­ 
change for bonds and at an enormous 
profit to themselves, supply the federal 
treasury with gold to maintain tho poliiy 
of gold monometallism. 


Congress alone has tho power to coin 
and issue money, and President Jaokson 
declarod that this power could uot bo dele­ 
gated to corporations or Individuals. 
Wo 
thorefore demand that the power to issuo 
notes bo taken from the banks, and that 
all paper monoy shall bo issued directly by 
tho treasury department. 


Thero would have been no deficit in fed­ 
eral rovonuo during tho last two years but 
for the annulment by tho supreme court 
of tho income tax law placed upon tho 
statute books by a Democratic congress. 
The obstruction to an incomo tax which 
tho supreme court discovered in tho con­ 
stitution aftor it had lain hidden for a 
hundred yoars must bo removed, to the 
end that accumulated wealth may bo made 
to boar its just share of tho burdens of tho 
government. 
Wo 
therefore 
favor an 
amendment to tho federal constitution 
that will permit tho levy of an income tax. 


Wo hold that tariff duties should be 
levied solely for purposes of rovenuo, and 
that taxation should bo limited by the 
neods of tho government, honestly and 
economically administered. Wo denounco 
as disturbing to business tho Republican 
threat to restoro the McKinley law, which 
has been twice condemned by the people 
in national elections, and which, enacted 
under the false plea of protection to home 
industry, proved a prolific breeder of 
trusts and monopolies, enriched the few 
at tho expense of the many, restricted 
ftrado and deprived tho producers of tho 
great American staples of access to their 
natural markets. 


Wo denounce arbitrary interference by 
federal authorities in looal affairs as a 
violation of tho constitution of tho United 
States and a crime against froo institu­ 
tions, and we especially object to govern­ 
ment by injunction as a new and highly 
dangerous form of oppression by which 
federal judges, in contempt of the laws of 
tho states and tho rights of citizens, be­ 
come at onco legislator, judge and execu­ 
tioner. 


The platform furthor opposes life tenure 
in public service, and declares that no man 
should be eligible for a third term as presi­ 
dent. It is likely that a Cuban resolution 
will bo added by tho general committoo. 


A minority report will be presented.

of Boles of Iowa and Matthews of Indiana 
are still expressing the utmost confidence, 
each faction belioving that tho candidato 
of thoir choice will bo ultimately united 
upon as tho logical selection. 


In tho present condition of affairs gos­ 
sip and speculation casts about for dark 
horses. William J. Bryan, Vico President 
Adlai E. Stevenson, ,)ohn R. McLean, 
Senator Joo Blackburn of Kentucky and 
Senator White of California all sharo tho 
distinction of being canvassed. Even Sen­ 
ator Hill, of Now York, is talked of, and 
his famous Elmira speech of 1H93 is re­ 
called as an evidence that he is a bimetal­ 
list and would make a strong compromise 
candidate.

York City is extraordinary and there 
are said to be miles of territory within 
the city limits where English is com- 
paratively little spoken and then, fot 
the most part, only brokenly.

Witness relates that a Eussian emi- 
grant who settled on the East Side 
tried to learn German for six years,be- 
fore she discovered that it was not the 
language of the country. And she was 
not a stupid woman, either, but her 
tenement and her street were German, 
and her little world did not extend be- 
yond their limits.

Ac- 
cording to the census of 1890 Mary- 
land's manufacturing interests em- 
biacei over two hundred industries, 
including 7487 plants, with a capital 
aggregating $119,667,316, hands em- 
ployed 107,054 and wages earned 
amounting to $11,526,832 annually. 
The product of these indmstries is esti- 
mated at something in the neighbor- 
hood of $172,000,000. The clothing 
manufacturers in Baltimore alone pay 
over $6,000,000 a year in wages and 
yield a product of $20,000,000. 
These 


figures are based upon the returns for 
1890. Since that time the manufac- 
turing interests of the State have con- 
siderably increased. 


The theory of the decadence of the 


English-speaking race as the predomi- 
nating race of the world is carried too 
far, protests the New York Mail and 
Express, in its pursuit of the problem 
of the future when it includes America 
in its hypothesis. 
The tremendous 


energy of this great country is inex- 
tinguishable, and overbears every- 
thing else. The most potent element 
in the increment of its population 
from the outside is the German, and 
Germans are no longer Germans politi- 
cally or even by racial sympathy when 
they become citizens of the United 
States, but are Americans in sentiment 
and largely in speech, and wholly 
and absolutely American in their 
plans for and education of their 
children. 
The Germans may be ac- 


cepted as the most pronounced and 
valuable 
type of American accre- 


tion, and they become an integral 
part of American growth. It is there- 
fore a logical deduction that, what- 
ever the Russians may achieve in the 
Old World in wearing down the domi- 
nance of England, the United States 
holds a similar position in the New 
World, and has the sympathy and co- 
operation of *11 the Spanish and For* 
taguese Bepnblics, and of a very im- 
portant portion of the people aad 
•tatcancn of Canada.

In the varied 
industries of our cities, where many 
workers are employed at night and 
must sleep by day, further evidence 
could doubtless be found that the time 
when sleep is obtained has not the in­ 
fluence upon health and longevity for­ 
merly attributed to it.

Tennessee has planned and is now 
constructing an industrial exposition 
of interstate and international scope 
to celebrate the one hundreth anni­ 
versary of her admission into the 
Union, to open at Nashville, the capi­ 
tal of the State, September 1, 1896, 
and to continue 100 days.

An Amphibian Vessel That Accom­ 
plishes Wonders on Shore. 


An 
“amphibious* boat,” now in 
practical 
operation 
in 
Denmark, 
would seem to have pfved the way 
for a solution of the problem involved 
in the operation of boats on the Upper 
Nile, the headwaters of tho Missouri 
or other streams that are at times un* 
navigable by reason of shoals and 
cascades. 


The idea of a boat that could be 
used as a carriage or run on rails over 
dry land was broached many years 
ago, but the scheme was looked upon 
as impracticable. 


This latter-day 
“amphibian,** of 
which an illustration is given, is no 
longer an experiment. 
It is a com­ 
mercial success, and carried during 
the past summer 20,000 passengers. 


This odd-looking craft is used on 
two large lakes situated twelve miles 
from 'Copenhagen. 
The bodies of 
water are known as Fure So and the 
Farum So, and are divided by a nar­ 
row strip of land 1100 feet in width. 


It is to cross this isthmus that the 
boat leaves the water and for the time 
being is a locomotive. 
It is practical, 
although somewhat cumbersome. The 
inventor is a Swede and the boat was 
built in Sweden. 
It is a small pass­ 
enger steamer, forty-six feet in length 
and nine feet six inches beam, drawing 
from three feet to three feet six 
inches, according to the load. 
Her 
full complement of passengers is sev­ 
enty. 
When loaded she weighs about 
fifteen tons. 


In build she is of ordinary flat bot­ 
tomed type, and when in tho water 
presents no unusual features, except 
that her lines fore and aft are rather 
full to admit the framework for the 
wheels. 


Her engines and boiler are of ordin­ 
ary build and have a maximum of 
twenty-seven

power.

In establishments where medicines,

rinsing to insure the purity of their 
contents. 
The labor is often dono 
carelessly and imperfectly, and there 
is need, consequently, of some such 
apparatus as that recently introduced 
in France for washing bottles mechan­ 
ically. 
The device in question is at­ 
tached temporarily to the edge of * 
tub, and consists primarily of a small 
force-pump, operated by a crank and 
bevel gear, and a slender metallic 
brush inclosed in an upright tube, 
which is susceptible of a vertical mo­ 
tion. 
When the tube is slipped clown 
the brush may be rotated rapidly in 
the interior of the bottle, and when it 
is raised to cover tho brush, water is 
injected so as to rinse the interior 
thoroughly. 
After performing this 
service, the liquid runs down into a 
funnel-shaped basin and out through 
a rubber tube to the ground, or into 
another tub. 
The machine is said to 
be highly efficient.

Rubber Oil. 


Tho rubber-treo 
yields 
a very 
abundant crop of seeds, but hereto­ 
fore nothing has been done with them. 
Experiments are now in i^rogress by 
which oil of a very fine quality is ex­ 
pressed from these seeds, and it is ex­ 
pected that it will grow into a most 
important industry. 
It is an open 
question whether or not this oil con­ 
tains qualities that will maleo it of 
great value as a substitute for or an 
addition to the already utilizable rub­ 
ber gum of commerce. 
It may be 
that by processes of purifying and re­ 
fining rubber-seed oil will furnish a 
material of hitherto unsuspected pos­ 
sibilities. The rubber trade has been 
for a long time looking for something 
more susceptible than any product 
now within their reach, and possibly 
it may be found in the rubber seed oil 
made under new and improved pro­ 
cesses.—New York Ledger.

wheels to a right angle shaft, which 
forms the axle on which the two front 
wheels, which take the rails, are keyed. 


Another pair of wheels is placed at 
a similar distance from the stern, but 
these are not driven. 
Two hand levers 
serve to control the boat when on its 
land journey, viz., one to set in motion 
the wheel shaft by means of an ordin­ 
ary shifting clutch and the other to 
apply a simple brake to the back 
wheels when the boat is about to re­ 
launch itself. 


The rails used are of regulation 
Danish pattern and the gauge is four 
feet two inches. The wheels carry two 
flanges and their bearing surface is 
considerably wider than tho rails on 
which they run. 


When nearing the land the boat is 
guided into a funnel shaped dock, 
which gradually tapers down to a 
width only two inches greater than 
that of the boat. 
When the narrowest 
portion of the dock is reached, the 
boat enters a short parallel dock of 
the same width and is allowed to ad- 
a 
vance slowly until the front wheels 
touch the rails, which extend below 
the water level for the purpose. 
Im­ 
mediately the wheels are thrown into 
gear and the boat begins its ascent. 
It is assisted by the propeller, which 
is in play, 


In due time the back wheels find 
their way to the rails, and the boat ad­ 
vances on its upper course at the rate 
of about two nundred feet to the 
minute, vibrating somewhat, of course. 
After reaching the top of the grade, 
the brake is applied with sufficient 
friction to make it necessary to use 
the motive power for driving the 
wheels, and the vessel launches itself 
quite naturally into the lake with a 
gentle splash and lesumes its course. 


Marine architects and engineeis are 
studying this amphibian with interest, 
and admit that it may revolutionize 
shipping in some quarters of the world 
where transhipment of

Boil fifteen iainutes; peel 
and slice one pint of ra\v potatoes, and 
boil the whole again until the potatoes 
are cooked to a pulp; strain and add 
more hot water if too thick.

one tablespoon of butter, Tolfes of five 
eggs and one whole egg, one-half cup- 
Jul of milk, two enpfuls of flour, one 
teaspoon of vanilla, one heaping tea- j 
spoonful of baking powder. Cream 
butter and sugar; add the well beaten 
eggs, then the milk, vanilla, flour, and 1 
lastly the baking powder, just before 
putting in the oven. Bate in mod- 
erate oven.

No American Need L one for Object* 
o f Veneration at Home* 


We are accustomed to speak of every­ 
thing in America as brand-new* 
It 
smells to us of varnish more than any­ 
thing else, and when we go abroad we 
sny of buildings and of institutions, 
“Alas, we have nothing at all of this 
sort in America!” 
There is truth in 
this, and yet perhaps we do not suffi­ 
ciently realize how long our American 
civilization has been 
growing* 
and 
how much of the world’s history has 
been made in the last 250 years. It is 
interesting to And a suggestion of this 
naturo emanating from so thoroughly 
English a source as the London Specta­ 
tor, the attention of which has bo^u 
drawn to the age of our American col­ 
leges by a book of illustrations of our 
university buildings. 


Let us follow out this suggestion, 
and, taking Harvard University as a 
measure of age, see where the world 
was standing at the time of the foun­ 
dation of that institution. This was in 
1638. Charles I. was on tbe throne of 
England. Cromwell was a youns mau, 
“guiltless of ;his country’s blood/* tmd 
had just been turned back front his 
plan of coming to America. The face of 
Germany was then desolated with the 
Thirty Years’ war. Richelieu had just 
formed the French Academy, and wa9 
in the zenith of his power. The Span­ 
ish inquisition was pursuing its relent­ 
less work, and Galileo was yet busy 
with his literary labors. It was sixty 
years before Peter the Great applied in 
London for his naval apprenticeship, 
and nearly 100 years before Frederick 
the Great came into his inheritance. 
Wo are apt to think of English litera­ 
ture as ante-dating our American civ­ 
ilization; yet at the time the New World 
had taken on the educational and mor* 
al strength which gave us Harvard Col­ 
lege, English literature was practically 
unwritten, if we except Chaucer, Spen­ 
ser and Sbakspeare. “Paradise Lost’1 
was only a dream of Milton, who was 
SO years old in 1638, and then began hia 
continental Journeys. 
Dryden was G 
years 61d; Bunyan was 10, with no 
thought of serving under Cromwell 01 
being jailed for his views. Pope, Swift, 
Addison, Bolingbroke, Bishop Berke­ 
ley, were yet unborn. 


These reflections show us how large 
a part of human history belongs tS the 
period since the foundation of our old« 
est university. 
Into the life of thia 
young and growing republic all these 
things entered—the growing hatred oi 
absolutism, the spread of religious tol* 
, eration, the literary inspiration of Mil­ 
ton’s day, the artistic spirit that breath­ 
ed from St- Peter’s dome. The Ameri* 
can of to-day need not lack for objects 
of veneration in his own country. It is 
old enough. 
Its founders and those 
who have preserved it with sufferings 
and death, and sometimes harder sei> 
vice of living effort and denial, have 
left bright spots in the dark and devious 
strugglings 
of the human race. 
Tc 
emulate rather than to disparage theii 
character and service is the duty and 
privilege of the inteligent patriot of to* 
day. Moreover, to consider the mattei 
from another point of view, the para« 
dox is true that, if we are to look tc 
antiquity, the present age is the old­ 
est.

„ Since the approval of the Act ot 
May 23, i893»there have been a num- 
ber of cases involving its construction, 
but none, have been more to the point 
than the opinion handed down by 
Judge Gordon, of Clearfield county, on 
May a6th. Constable Woomer had 
served the warrant, commitment and 
subpoenas before the magistrate and 
the Court in a case of aggravated as- 
sault and battery. 
He claimed from 


the county for the service of the war- 
rant upon two defendants $1.00 each; 
tor the service of the commitment, two 
defendants J&i.oo each; tor subpoena- 
ing each witness who appeared before 
the magistrate 50 cents each. 
He also 


claimed lor the return made to Court 
at the Quarter Sessions $1.50 and 
mileage at 10 cents a mile circular 
measure. 


The county solicitor concluded that 


the constable was only entitled to re- 
ceive $1.00 for executing a warrant of 


» arrest, no matter how many names were 


'" 
on it, the same for serving a commit- 
ment; that the constable should receive 
only 50 cents for serving of a subpoena 
without regard to the number of names 
upon it with mileage. 


Judge Gordon in an elaborate opin- 


ion decided that the position taken by 
the solicitor for the county was correct: 
that the Act of 1893 repealed the Act 
of 1868 under which the constables had 
been formerly paid, and that there is 
now no law by which constables shall 
be paid for making their quarterly re- 
turns to court. 
He also decides that 
' they are to be paid at the rate of 10 


cents a mile, but counted only one 
way. 
In other words while a consta- 


ble has been charging $1.00 for each 
defendant arrested upon a wairant and 
Ji.oo tor each commitment and 50 
cents for each witness subpoenaed he 
will now receive $1.00 for arresting 
live men provided they are all endors- 
ed upon the same warrant or commit- 
ment. 
He will only receive half as 


much mileage, and nothing for making 
his return to Court.

Angels’ Food—Break the whites of 
eleven eggs into a large cake bowl and 
beat stiff; add gradually one and one- 
half tumblerfuls of sifted granulated 
sugar; then one tumblerful of flour 
that has been sifted five times; the 
fifth time sift in one teaspoonful of 
cream of tartar, then add one teaspoon­ 
ful of vanilla. Keep stirring while you 
turn it into the pan. 
Bake from forty 
to fifty minutes in a moderate oven and 
in a pan that has never been greased.

SIXTEfiNl BELLS. 


HE Government of 
the United States 
keeps for itself a 
number of "reserva- 
tions" throughout 
the country which 
exist from the po- 
tential necessity of 


killing foreigners to defend Ameri- 
cans. Some of these reservations are 
army posts and some of them naval 
stations, and one of these latter is a 
navy yard ou the Pacific coast, in Cal- 
ifornia. 


This navy yard is placed upon an 


island; the island—call it Stair Island 
—lies near the main land and paral- 
leled with it in a land locked bay. Its 
general shape in elevation is that of a 
wedge standing in a high bluft in one 
end, where it faces ihe mouth of a 
river, and from that eminence declin- 
ing for a mile to the flat part, where 
the navy yard buildings are disposed. 


Beyond this built and inhabited 


portion the real island ends; but a low 
marsh, almost at a level with the salt 
water, and called the tules, stretches 
out of sight.

., Since the approval of the Act of 
May 23, iS93ithere have been a num­ 
ber of cases involving its construction, 
but none, have been more to the point 
than the opinion handed down by 
Judge Gordon, of Clearfield county, on 
May 26th. 
Constable Woonier had 
Iscrved the warrant, commitment and 
subpoenas before the magistrate and 
the Court in a case of aggravated as­ 
sault and battery. 
He claimed from 
the county for the service of the war- 
fant upon two defendants $1.00 each; 
for the service of the commitment, two 
defendants $1.00 each; tor subpoena­ 
ing each witness who appeared before 
the magistrate 50 cents each. 
He also 
claimed tor the return made to Court 
at the Quarter Sessions 
$ 1.50 and 
mileage at 10 cents a mile circular 
measure. 


The county solicitor concluded that 
the constable was only entitled to re­ 
ceive $1.00 for executing a warrant of 
$; arrest, no matter how many names were 
on it, the same for serving a commit­ 
ment; that the constable should receive 
only 50 cents for serving of a subpoena 
wjthout regard to the number of names 
upon it with mileage. 


Judge Gordon in an elaborate opin­ 
ion decided that the position taken bj 
the solicitor for the county was correct: 
that the Act of 1893 repealed the Act 
of 1868 under which the constables had 
been formerly paid, and that there is 
now no law by which constables shall 
be paid for making their quarterly re­ 
turns to court. 
He also decides that 
they are to be paid at the rate of 10 
; cents a mile, but counted only one 
way. 
In other words while a consta­ 
ble has been charging $1.00 for each 
defendant arrested upon a wairant and 
£1.00 for each commitment and 50 
cents for each witness subpoenaed he 
will now receive $1.00 for arresting 
’’'five men provided they are all endors­ 
ed upon the same warrant or commit­ 
ment. 
He will only receive half as 
much mileage, and nothing for making 
his return to Court.

A new pest in the shage of an apple

It I* Seventy Year* Since Oxford and 


Cambridge Tried Conclusions. 


The flrst boat race between the uni- 


versities of Oxford and Cambridge took 
place on June 10,1821), the course being 
from Hambledon Jock to Henley bridge, 
a distance of two and a quarter miles!

The other commercial fibers that might 
be advantageously grown in some sec­ 
tions are flax, jute, sisal hemp, New 
Zealand flax, cocoanut, and possibly 
sunn hemp.

I t la S even ty Y ears Since O xford and 
C am bridge Tried C onclusions. 


The first boat race between the uni­ 
versities of Oxford «and Cambridge took 
place on June 10, 1820, the course being 
from I-Iambledou look to Henley bridge, 
a distance of two and a quarter miles. 
The race was rowed in the evening, 
tlae Oxford crew appearing 
in 
blue 
cheek dress, the Cambridge in white 
with pink waistbands. The Cambridge 
men Avon the toss for sides, and chose 
the Berkshire shore. At the start the 
Cambridge coxswain steered out into 
the stream, and the Oxford coxswain, 
holding his course, a foul ensued. There­ 
upon the umpires decided that, 
as 
there was plenty of water on tlie Berk* 
shire side, both boats should bo allowed 
to row in it. The boats kept well to« 
gether for some distance, but ultimate­ 
ly Oxford pulled ahead, and though the 
Cantabs made an excellent struggle 
they were unable to save the race, aud 
the Oxford boat shot under Henley 
bridge several lengths to the good. The 
Cambridge boat had no chance at any 
time after it 'was seen from Henley 
bridge, but the crew displayed great

To Clean Brass Trays. 


Brass trays are kept in order by sim­ 
ply washing them In boiling hot soda 
soapsuds and lathering them well, a 
little sapolio being used if they are very 
dirty. One way of cleaning them is to 
sift brick dust till it is a very fine 
powder; take up a good portion of this 
on half a lemon (previously used in 
lemonade or sherbet making) and rub 
the tray well over with this, carefully 
going over any stains till removed, 
and then rinsing and letting it dry. 
Treated in this way trays keep clean 
and an admirable color for a long time. 
Metal polish and such things spoil the 
color, giving it a yellow tinge quite dif­ 
ferent from the golden brass It looks 
wYhen cleaned with lemon juice and lino 
brick dust.—Detroit Tribune.

about It all. A champion who has so often 
entered the lists to do battle in Democ- 
racy's cause, amid tho ringing shouts and 
the wild iUiclalm of his piirty, was put to 
tho sword that silvor mlcrht be sui)remo. It 
was with roluctance that many of tho 
friends of Honator David Bennett Hill 
turned their thumbs downward, as tho ar- 
rogant patricians of tho empire that ruled 
tho world did when tho populace cried for 
mercy. But, like the gladiators who en- 
ter od tliO arena, to the blare of the trumj'ot 
and tho clang of st^l, tho silvor men beat 
back their syinpathios and hardenod tlioir 
hearts that the issue might be squarely 
drawn and decided, oven though it in- 
volved the doom of ono whom thoy had 
delightiid to honor in the past 


By ono of those strange, fateful coinci- 
dences it was Senator John W. Daniel, 
who four years ago, at tho Wigwam, nom- 
inated Mr. Hill for the proriidoncy, who 
was selected to give the fatal blow to tho 
man whom he* would have exalted to tho 
first place In the republic. 


Tho invocation nf tho boyish chaplain, 
Dr. Stlros, an Episcopal divine, vdth its 
appeal for peace, had hardly ascended to 
the throne of grace Ixil'ore tho contending 
hosts mot In the shock of battle. The gold 
men carried out thoir program of pre- 
senting Senator Hill for temporary chair- 
man, but tho silvor lenders also l^eld to 
their resolution and immediaU^ly antag- 
onized him with Senator Daniel. For two 
hoars the oratorical gladiators of tho op- 
posing foi'ces fought it out uiJon tho plat- 
form. 


When the vote came to 1)0 taken W. J. 
Stackhouso. ono of tlio administration's 
federal olilcials in Iowa, in order to flaunt 
tho divisions in tho Boies delegation, chal- 
lenged the vote of the st-jit-eand uncovered 
seven gold voUv-;. Mr. Huldoman did tho 
same thing In BlMokLurn's Kentucky dnle- 
gatlon, and Mr. McKuight. a silver Mich- 
igan delegate, showed twidvo silvor votes 
in his delegation which were locked up by 
tho unit rule. The result of tho roll call 
showed 550 votes for Daniel and 84U for 
Hill, imictlcully the strength of tho two 
sides. 


Senator Daniel, who assumed tho duties 
of presiding ollicer, is an Impx-essive figure 
and a most eloquent orator of the old 
school, He sounded the keynote for sil- 
ver in a ringing speech, but tho fact that 
ho spoko from not/os was Dit-her disappoint- 
ing to his friends. He spoke In part as 
follows:

The people do not for^^ot when Doniocracy

Republican pri:deccR.sor tho tax syHtom and tlio 
curn*nt;y syntom of wliioh thu MeKinley law 
Imd tho Shi^rman law woi-c tho culminating 
features. It oamo to power amidst a panic 
•which fitly foUowiidiipon thcur onactmont with 
strikes, lookouts, riots and civic commotions, 
wiiile tlie sconos of "peacnfnl industry in Peim- 
sylvania had beoome military camps. Besides 
manifold oppressivo features, tho MoKinley 
law had thro\Nii away $50,01)0.000 of revonue de- 
rived from suprar vinder the aceptral ploa of a 
froo breakfast table and had substitutt^d boim- 
ties to sugar planters, decreasing rovenuo and 
lncrpa"^inR exjioudlturo, thus burning the can- 
dle at both enrls and making tlie people pay at 
least for tho alleged free brciakfaat. 


So fat as revenue to support tho government 
is concerni^ tho Democratic part3^ >vith but a 
slender majority in the sonate, was not long 
providing it, aud had not tho supreme court of 
the United States reversed Its «ettlod doctrine 
of one hundnnl years the income tax incorpo- 
rated in tho tariff bill would long since have 
abundantly supplltid it.

AS we have $¿0,000,000,000 of public and private 
debt, it would take more than three times all 
the gold in this country to pay even ono year's 
intorost upon it. 


We pray you. no more makeshifts and strad- 
dles. Vox not the country with your proph- 
eoios of amooth things to come from tho Urit- 
isii-Eepubllcun prt-L'^asanda. The fact that the 
European nations aro going to the gold stan- 
dard renders it all the more impracticable that 
we should do ao, for the limiti^d stock of gold 
in the world would liave longer division and a 
smaller share for each nation. 


Instead of increasing wa^es, this policy has 
further deoreasod them. In.steiul of multiply- 
ing oppn#tunitlos for employment, this ijolioy 
has multinlind Idlers, lastead of increasing 
the prices of our produci, this policy- has low- 
ered them, and it is estimated at about 15 per 
cent, in three years. Instead of reviving confi- 
dence, thia policy has banished confidence. In- 
etoad of bringing relief it has brought years of 
mistiry, aud for this reason. It has contracted 
the currency of the Unittid States $4 a head for 
every man, woman and child since Nov. 1, Ibyy. 
The public revenues havt* fallen, wages of labor 
have fallen and evorj'fching on the face of the 
earth has fallen except taxes and delfts, which 
have grown in burdcm, while on the other hand 
the means of their liquidation has been dimin- 
ished. 


But the people now do well know that the 
conspiracy of Europtan monarch«, led by Great 
Britain, haa for its purpose a war upon Amer- 
ican silver money. With their cnxUt thej-- seeli 
to enhance the purchasing power of thousands 
and millions which is owed to them all over tho 
world and wliich you owe to thc^m. TJiey draw 
upon the United Statea of America for their 
food supplies and raw material, and they seek 
to get it for the leant money. 


The majority of thin convention maintain 
that this griiat American nation,with a natural 
baso of fixed empire, the gruatejit over estab- 
lished by man, WTth mere territory and more 
productive energy than Gro-a't "Britain, Prance 
and Germany combined, without dependence 
upon European nations for anything that they 
produce, and with European nations dependent 
uptin much that we produce.

Recognizing that tho money question is 
paramount to all others at this time, wo 
invito att-entiou to tho fact that tho fed- 
ox'al constitution nanies silvor aud gold to- 
gether as the money met-iils ot the United 
States, and that tiio first coinage law 
passed by congress under the constitution 
made tho silver dollar the unit; of value, 
and admitted gold to free coinage at a ra- 
tio measured by the silver dollar unit. 


We declare tliat tho act of IbTiJ demone- 
tizing silver without tho knowledge or ap- 
proval of tho Anuirican people has re- 
sulted in the appreciation of gold and a 
corresponding fall in tho prices of com- 
modities produced by the people; a heavy 
increase in tho burden of taxation aud of 
all debts, public and private; tho enrich- 
ment of the money lending classes at home 
and abroad; paralysis of industry and im- 
poverishment of the peojilo. 


We are unalterably opposed t o the single 
gold standard wlilch has locked fast the 
px'osperlty of an industrious peojjle in tho 
paralysis of hard times. Gold monometal- 
lism is a British policy founded upon Brit- 
ish greed for gain and power, and its gen* 
oral adoption has brought other nations 
Into financial servitude to Ijoudoii. It is 
not only un-Amorican butanti-American, 
and it can bo fastoiit d upon the UniCod 
Htates only by the siiJllng of that indom-

We demand the immediato restoratîtui 
of tho froo and unlimited ofìinago ol gold 
and silver ai. the pre.^ont legal ratio of IR 
to 1, without waitluix for tho aid or con- 
sent of nny othor miium. 
Wo demand 
that tho sfxnndard silver dollar shall ITO a 
full legal tender, equally with gold, forali 
debts, publie aud private, and wo favu^ 
Buch lep:islatlon as will pi-evout the do- 
monotiaation of any kind of legal tender 
money by privato coiitrnct. 


Wo are opposed to tho Issiie of iuf^'.roRt 
boiiring bonds of the Uni»ed States in 
times of poiico,and condemn tho trairiokinr 
with bankinf? syndi(%atoa which, in ex 
change for bonds and at an enormous 
profit to themselves, supply tho federal 
troasuiy with gold to maintain tho polii 
of gold monometallism. 


Congress alone has tho power to coin 
and Issue money, and President Jaokson 
declared that this power could uot be dele- 
gated to corporations or Individuals. 
Wo 
thorofore deinand that tho power to issue 
notes be taken from the banks, and that 
all paper money shall be Issued dircctly by 
the treasury dopartnicnt. 


There would have beon no deficit In fed- 
eral revenue during tho last two years but 
for the annulment by the supreme court 
of tho Income tax law placed upon tho 
statute books by a Democratic congress. 
The obstruction to an income tax which 
tho supreme court discovered In the con- 
stitution after It had lain hidden for a 
hundred yoars must bo removed, to the 
end that accumuUited wealth may be made 
to boar its just share of tho burdens of tho 
government. 
Wo 
therefore 
favor an 
amendment to tho federal constitutiou 
that will permit the levy of an Income tax. 


We hold that tarili duties should be 
levied solely for purposes of rovenue, and 
that taxation should bo limited by tho 
needs of tho government, honestly and 
economically administered. Wo donounce 
as disturbing to business tho Republican 
threat to restore the McIClnley law, which 
has been twice condemned by the people 
in national elections, and Avhlch, enacted 
under tho false plea of prot-ectlon to home 
Industry, proved a proli lie breeder of 
trusts and monopolies, eni^ched the few 
at tho expense of the many, rostrlotod 
Irado and deprived tho producers of tho 
içreat American staples of access to their 
natural markets. 


Wo denounce arbitrary interference by 
federal authorities In local affairs as a 
violation of tho constitution of tho United 
States and a crime against froo institu- 
tions, and we especially object to govern- 
ment by Injunction as a new and highly 
dangerous form of oppression by which 
federal judges, in contempt of the laws of 
tho states and tho rights of citizens, bo- 
como at onco legislator, judgo and execu- 
tioner. 


The platform further opposes life tenure 
In public service, and declares that no man 
should be eligible for a third term as presi- 
dent. It is likely that a Cuban resolution 
will bo added by tho general committoe, 
A minority report will be pre.^jonted.

Boil fifteen lainutes; peel 
and slice one lAxxt of raw potatoes, and 
boil the whole again until the potatoes 
are cooked to a pulp; strain and add 
more hot water if too thick.

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Since the approval of the Act of 
May 23,1893^ there have been a mim- 
ber of cases involving its construction, 
but none, have been more to the point 
than the opinion 
handed down by 
Judge Gordon, of Clearfield county, on 
May 26th, 
Constable 
VVoomer had 
tecrved the warrant, commilment and 
subpoenas before the magistrate and 
thé' Court in a case of aggravated as- 
sault and battery. 
He claimed from 
the county for the service of the war- 
rant upon two defendants $1.00 each; 
for the service of the commilment, two 
defendants Si.co each; tor subpoena- 
ing each witness who appeared before 
the magistrate 50 cents each. 
He also 
claimed tor the return made to Court 
at the Quarter Sessions 
^1.50 and 
mileage at 10 cents a mile circular 
measure. 


The county solicitor concluded that 
the constable was only entitled to re- 
ceive $1.00 for executing a warrant of 
1 arrest, no matter how many names were 
on it, the same for serving a commit- 
ment; that the constable should receive 
only 50 cents for serving of a subpoena 
without regard to the number of names 
upon it with mileage. 


Judge Gordon in an elaborate opin- 
ion decided that the position taken b j 
the solicitor for the county was correct: 
that the Act of 1893 repealed the Act 
of 1868 under which the constables had 
been formerly paid, and that there is 
now no law by which constables shall 
be paid for making their quarterly re- 
turns to court. 
He also decides that 
they are to be paid at tiie rate of 10 
cents a mile, but counted only one 
way. 
In other words while a consta- 
ble has been charging gi.oo for each 
deiendant arrested upon a wairant and 
i i . o o for each commitment and 
50 
cetits for each witness subpoenaed he 
will now receive ^i.oo for arresting 
'five men provided they are all endors- 
ed upon the same warrant or commit- 
ment. 
He will only receive half as 
much mileage, and noUiing for making 
his return to Court.

There will be before the 
Adams 
County Democratic Convention, on 
July 20th, five candidates for the of- 
fice of District Attarney. 
Edward A. 
Weaver, one of the five, was born June 
8th, 1856. 
He received his education 
in the common schools of this county 
and the Normal School at Millersville. 
He is a son of Josiah G. Weaver, late 
of Butler township, who was well known 
in his earlier years as a contractor and 
plasterer. 
He spent his earlier days
